Applicant 
hereby elects to prosecute the claims of Group I (claims 1, 34, and 4) and expressly reserves the 
right to file divisional applications or take such other appropriate measures deemed necessary to 
protect the inventions in the remaining claims. 

The Examiner has further required that Applicants elect a single species selected from 
SEQ ID NOS:l-7 for prosecution on the merits in the present application to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Applicant elects to 
prosecute SEQ ID NO:l for prosecution.
